In any case 
there's no need to, because FINALLY I've come to the 
point where I HOPE I have the WILL POWER to COT DOWN, 
and THIS TIME I think I REALLY MEAN IT.* The only 
thing I would ask for - outside the stuff we're all 
interested in -is anything on prisoners of war and the 
peace negotiations, which we have all in one file. 

Must get to bed. Early for us - only 
1:30 aim. - but for six days we've had the gas and 
electric people tearing up the road, and since just 
about the only wide place is right above the house 
that's where the compressor is, and with the air hammers 
and whatnot we've been, losing out on sleep. Finally 
have managed almost not to hear it; the bed vibrating 
is what keeps me awake. They'll be here the rest of 
the week and then the water people take oyer — for 
25 working days. This isn't a complaint because it's * 
going to be good to have a 6" pipe instead of 2", and to 
get rid of the little whiffs of leaking gas — just wish 
they didn't have to start at 8 a,m. They're doing over 
the whole “road. 1
